My Fair Lady was first pro- 
duced on Broadway in March 1 956, 
starring Rex Harrison and a relative 
newcomer, Julie Andrews. Based 
on the playing Pygmalion by George 
Bernard Shaw and directed by Moss 
Hart, the show ran for over 2,700 
performances and broke the long- 
run record held by Oklahoma! at a 
time when six-year runs were un- 
heard of. 

The show was subsequently 
transferred to film retaining the per- 
formances of Harris and Stanley 
Holloway who played Liza* s father 
in the stage version. 

In addition to Looney as di- 
rector and scenic designer, the ar- 



tistic team for Theatre Tuscaloosa's 
production includes costumer 
Walter Brown McCord. McCord's 
contribution to Theatre Tuscaloosa 
dates to 1977 when he designed 
Little Mary Sunshine for Tusca- 
loosa Community Players. He pro- 
vided costume design for over 40 
productions in Tuscaloosa as well 
as for groups in surrounding com- 
munities.

Playing opposite Stomps is 
Jim Merrill as Henry Higgins. 
Russell Hodgins, who performed 
as Beau Burnside in Theatre 
Tuscaloosa's production of 
Mama, will play Col. Pickering. 

My Fair Lady is the story 
of Eliza, a poor flower girl in 
London, and her teacher 
Higgins, who accepts a wager 
that he could take an unedu- 
cated flower-sellerand make her 
into a lady by improving her 
speech.

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other programs. 

Under Siegelman, graduates with a B 
in the high school core curriculum, who 
scored at least a 20 on the ACT and have no 
criminal record would get about $2,500 
annually to help with tuition at either a two 
or four year institution. 

These minimal standards are much 
more realistic than James's revised plan 
that has much higher requirements. 

Students would stay qualified for the 
money by being enrolled full time and main- 
taining a 2.3 grade point average in their 
studies. 

In addition, Siegleman's plan not 
only focuses on high school graduates, he 
also proposes that his plan would provide 
free tuition to existing college students, as 
well as funds forpre-kindergarten and class 
room technology, all through revenues from 
a Slate lottery. . 

Siegleman has said, "Why not have a 
lottery? People in Alabama are going to do 
it anyway. So if they are going to play the 
lottery, then they should do it in Alabama. 
and the money would go to the betterment 
of education, to school our kids." 

James argues this plan will not work; 
it would only lead to casinos being built in 
the state . 

Siegleman replies with a stern chal- 
lenge: "If you can find a single casino in 
Georgia, Til drop out of this race." 
Courier Poll finds for Siegelman 

The Courier took a poll to find out 
what the students think. The paper handed 
out ballots which read: If you were to vote 
today, how would you vote? 

The results of our poll at Shelton 
State were that Shelton students were in 
favor of Don Siegleman over Fob James by 
a percentage of 61% to 28%, with 11% 
reporting that they have no made up their 



minds yet . 

Many students said they thought it 
would be an excellent idea to have a lottery 
in Alabama. Nearly everyone who said he 
was for the lottery had played a game in 
Florida or Georgia. 

One Shelton student, Tena Welch, 
said, "Don Siegleman is really focusing on 
college students. He included the two year 
colleges, and I like that." 

Gov. Fob James has recently unveiled 
a plan to fund college scholarships, but his 
funding source is a good deal more vague 
than Siegelman's lottery. The best one can 
determine is that James believes increases 
in the Education Trust Fund will be suffi- 
cient for the purpose. Also, James makes 
no mention of two-year colleges in his 
announced plan. It would definitely not 
seem to be in the best interests of Shelton 
Slate or its students to lay ones hopes for a 
brighter educational future on the ideas of 
Fob James. 

On the other hand, Siegelman in a 
campaign swing through Tuscaloosa (and 
specifically the University of Alabama foot- 
hall game), seemed to reach out to every- 
one, including the state's community col- 
leges. The Courier asked him about his 
plans for colleges like Shelton if he were 
elected. His response: "All the students in 
Alabama are a precious resource. Fob 
doesn't mention community colleges, but 
ihey are an integral part of my plan." 
Need for a Change? 

Siegelman volunteers outside the sta- 
dium were upset with the direction the state 
government has taken under Gov. James. 
One worker named Lisa said she works for 
the mental health system; she said James is 
dismantling the system. "He has cut fund- 
ing and cut funding to programs like mental 
health and education to the point where we 
aren't going to have programs one day. I 
would just like to see somebody in the 
governors office who is progressive, some- 
body who has new ideas and new energy to 



gel things done." 

Shelton students, like everyone in the state, 
are facing their future on Nov. 3. Some people, 
no doubt college students included, are afraid 
what the future mighfbring if the state faces such 
a radical change as a lottery. They think all forms 
of gambling are a sin and they are bitterly op- 
posed to the possibility of a lottery. 

Others believe what Don Siegelman has 



been saying around the slate: M Whal I 
know is a sin is that our children are not 
being given the best education they can, 
and the lottery and Don Siegelman can 
help change that." 

When you step in the voting booth 
on Nov. 3, you'll be sharing with the rest 

of the people of Alabama what you be- 
lieve is a sin — and what you believe is 
the truth.

growing international appeal 



The Chi Id Development Center at Shelton 
State is state-of-the art in many ways. 

In addition to its year-old new facility and 
top-rated program, the center has also become a 
showcase of multi-culturalism. Of the 45 chil- 
dren currently attending the center, 14 children 
are German, ranging in ages from two and one- 
half to five years of age. Their parents are 
employees of Mercedes-Benz. 

In addition to the German children, there 
is also one child from Holland and one from 
India. 

According to Carolyn Edwards, director 
of the program, these are not the first children 
from other countries to enroll in Shehon's child 
center. 'We've also had children from Asia, 
Africa, Puerto Rico, and Mexico with our very 
first international child having been from Brazil. 

"Shelton's center is one of only four in 
Tuscaloosa County to be accredited by the Na- 
tional Association for Education for Young Chil- 
dren," says Edwards. 

One of the main reasons for the success of 
the center is the low student-to-teacher ratio, 
according to Edwards. 

Shelton's child center ratios are: one 
teacher for four infants, one teacher for six 
toddlers, and one teacher for every 1 1 preschool 
children. 

The State requirement is not so generous: 
one teacher for every six infants, one teacher for 
every 12 toddlers, and one teacher for every 20 
preschool children. A much higher teacher to 
child ratio than what is allowed at Shelton. 



Edwards believes one of the reasons so 
many families from other countries choose 
Shelton's child development center is that Shel- 
toflMncorporate9theirculturem(oours. fM Wetiy 
lo make ibem feel at home. We like them u> share 

special skills, such as cooking and hobbii 
Many of the parents have cooked special Ger- 
man dishes for the children. We really try to 
encourage them to participate and interact with 
the other children," says Edwards. 

The assimilation of the different cultures 
isn't always easy though. According to Ed wards, 
the biggest problem they have is the language 
barrier. 

"Language has been the biggest problem. 
We have learned some of the very basic German 
phrases, and you'd be surprised how quickly the 
children pick up English. 

Despite the hardships blending the differ- 
ent cultures together, Edwards believes there are 
other reasons for international families to bring 
their children to Shelton. 

"Everything in the center is child-ori- 
ented. All our activities are geared to the things 
the children are interested in. Everything at 
Shelton is hands-on," says Edwards. 

Shelton is proud to have such a driving 
force educating our young children. 

'The college's child development center 
has been recognized nationally for its innovative 
contribution to child care. Our staff is excellent, 
and we are pleased that employees of Mercedes- 
Benz trust Shelton State with their children."

It' s late one night after you' ve worked 
an eight-hour shift at a job you're not fond 
of and you still have to study for a test the 
next day. Wouldn't it be nice if you had 
something that could help you relax before 
you jumped into that big textbook? 
Wouldn't it even be nicer if that something 
were not illegal? 

The scenario I'm describing here is 
not uncommon in America at campuses 
across the land. The 'something' I'm refer- 
ring to, of course, happens to be marijuana 
and if the scene described above fits you 
then lake heart because you're by far not 
alone. 

The debate on whether or not we 
should legalize "grass" and other drugs has 
been a long-enduring one. 

It seems that every college in this 
country has at least one group advocating 
that we make drugs available to those who 
want to buy it and another group pointing 
out its dangers. 

The main issue here is health and 
safety.

But who are we to deny our fellow man the 
opportunity to enjoy this vice that grows 
naturally and has been around far longer 
than any of our laws or petty squabbles. 

The bottom line here in the land of the 
free is that all people should have their own 
personal space. As long as their vices affect 
only them, they should be able to do what 
they want.
